ELLIOTT SUSPICIOUS 


OF HIS SUBORDINATES 


Question of Successorship to 
Major General at Bottom of 
the Personal Strife --- Climax 
Reached When Inquiry Court 
Sends Letters of Cerisure to 
Eight Officers. 


Washington, July 16.— Persona/ 
strife among the officers of the United 
States Marine corps today reached a 
climax, when the navy department, as 
the result of a cougt of inquiry, senc¢ 
letters of censure to nearly all the of- 
ficers concerned. 

No further judicial] 
contempiated. 

The censured officers are Major Gen- 
eral George F. Elliott, commandant of 
the corps; Colonel Charlies H. Lauch- 
heimer, inspector; Colonel Frank 
Denny, the quartermaster at Washing- 
ton; Colonel Charles A. Doyen, com- 
manding the marine barracks at the 
naval academy at Annapolis; Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Thomas C. Prince, as- 
sistant quartermaster at Washington; 
Lieutenant Colone] Henry C. Haines, 
assistant adjutant and inspéctor at 
Washington, and Majors Louis J. Ma- 
gill and David D. Porter, assistant ad- 
jutants and inspectors at Philadelphia 
and Washington, respectively. 

General Elliott’s Honesty Praised. 

The court held that General ElMott 
had been profane, irritable and iras- 
cible, at times indulged moderately in 
intoxicating liquors, but never intoxi- 
cated on duty, and sometimes failed to 
treat subordinates with courtesy, but 
was usuaily polite, generous, 
and a “plain, blunt peabighis O DOI, 
frank.”’ ; 

General Elliott was paid a tribute by 
the court for telling the whole truth, 
“even to his detriment, if he thought 
the facts had the least bearing on the 
question.”’ 

“He was suspicious,’ added the court, 
“of the adjutant. and the inspector, 
his assistants and some others and un- 
justly belleved they were trying to 
drive him from. office. What added 
greatly to his irritability was a disease 
of the right ear, which infirmity does 
not appear to have been generally 
known to his subordinates. He worked 
for the good of the service and ac- 
complished much, but falled to main- 
tain discipline at headquarters, and to 
enforce proper respect for himégelf in 
office.’’ 

Colonel Lauchheimer Censured. 

Colone! Lauchheimer, according to 
court, had violated the spirit but not 
the letter of the regulations requir- 
ing subordination and _ loyalty, had 
been unmilitary, disrespectful and

Enters Methodist Church. 

Ellison’s first outbreak was at the 
Methodist church, where services were 
in progress. He entered the church 
armed with a shotgun. He shouted that 
he was preparing to send all sinners to 
their reward, and fired at Rev. Avery, a 
load of shot entering his breast. Clark 
was sitting at the organ at the time. 
and the second shot tore a hole in his 
back, several shot penetrating his 
heart and causing instant death. 

After firing another’ shot, Ellison 
hurried from the church and went to 
the home of his wife’s mother, Celia 
Bryant, where he shot his mother-in- 
law's head off with buckshot. When 
his wife and sister-in-law hurried to 
the front of the house he fired on 
them, the sister-in-law being fatally 
injured. 

Crime Well Planned. 


Ellison had evidently planned his 
crime, and made ready for his escape, 
as he had a horse tethered near his 
mother-in-law’s home. He mounted 
the horse and started away at a gal- 
lop. He encountered Officer Hayman 
and, without warning. opened fire on 
him. The first shot took effect in the 
officer's left breast, just above the

Tennesseans Present Marble 
Slab Bearing the Inscription, 
“Citizen Theodore Roosevelt, 
Citizen’’---Politics Not Touch- 
ed Upon During the Day. 


New York, July 15.—Theodore 
Roosevelt arrived in New York from 
Oyster Bay by automobile this morn- 
ing. When he reached his editorial 
offices he found the waiting room 
filled with visitors to see him, eight 
of whom had come from Tennessee.: 
They were headed by Congressman 
R. W. Austin, of Knoxville, and 
brought with them a slab of Tennes- 
see marble about 2 feet square, which 
they presented to Colonel Roosevelt. 
The slab was inclosed in a leather 
cease, on which was inscribed, in gilt 
letters, “Citizen Theodore Roosevelt, 
greetings.” 

It was originally the intention of 
the Tennesseans to present the mar- 
ble slab to Colone] Roosevelt at the 
time of his return from Africa, but as 
there was no opportunity then, they 
made a special].trip to New York. 

The Delegation. 

In addition to Congressman Austin, 
there were in the delegation W. J. 
Oliver, of Knoxville, president of the 
Appalachian Exposition, which is to 
be held in Knoxville néxt October; 
George E. Helm, of Knoxville, first 
vice president of the exposition; Ca- 
rey F. Spence, of Knoxville, second 
vicé president of the exposition: Da- 
vid C. Chapman, president of the 
Knoxville Board of Trade; Captain H. 
S. Chaisberlain, of Chattanooga; Cap- 
tain Robert J. Lowry, of Atlania, 
president Lowry National bank, and 
Captain William Rule, editor of The 
Knoxville Journal and Tribune. 

Roosevelt to Visit Knoxville. 

The delegation asked Col. Roosevelt 
to g0 to Knoxville in the middle of 
September, when the exposition opens, 
and speak there. Co!. Roosevelt agreed 
to stop off at Knoxville on his south- 
ern trip on October 6, and Speak at 
the cxposition on October ae 

President Taft already has agreed 
to Speak at the exposition on Septem-

Congressman Austin said after his 
interview with Col. Roosevelt that 
politics had not been touched upon. 

“The delegation is composed of both 
democrats and republicans,” said he.

Neighbors Tell of Hear- 
ing Woman's Screams. 


pen Cry, ‘Don’t! Oh, Don’t!” 
in the Basement of Crippen’s 
London Home Several Months 
Ago. 


London, July 15.—The police of Lon- 
don are without any clew as to the 
whereabouts of Dr. Hawley H. Crip- 
pen or Thel Clara Leneve, his typist, 
whom they are seeking in the belief 
that they may be able to clear up the 
mystery surrounding the body of a 
woman which was found badly muti- 
lated in the cellar of the doctor’s home 
in Hilldrop Crescent, North London. 
The police and the detectives of Scot- 
land Yard still are of the belief that 
the dead woman was the wife of Dr. 
Crippen, and that she was murdered 
and burned in the cellar in the hope of 
hiding the crime. 

A woman shopkeeper today told the 
police that some time ago—possibly 
four or five months—she had heard, ap- 
parently in .the Crippen home, the 
screams of a woman, followed by a 
revolver shot. 

“Don’t! Oh, Don’t!” 
police, the shopkeeper said: 

“T had often heard revolver practice 
in the*garden. One night about four 
or five months ago, I cannot place the 
time more exactly, I was awakened by 
a woman's cries. It was midnight. The 
screams appeared to come from Dr. 
Crippen’s house. I listened and heard 
a woman’s voice pleading: ‘Don’t! oh, 
don’t!” To me it seemed that the cries 
were from a woman in the basement of 
the house occupied by Dr. and Mrs. 
Crippen. As nothing occurred further, 
I forgot the occurrence and did not re- 
call it until yesterday when 1 learned 
of the tragic discovery.” 

Mrs. Crippen was last seen in Feb- 
ruary. A three hours’ postmortem ex- 
amination of the body by an expert of 
the home office tonight proved incon- 
cliusive as to the cause of the’ death of 
the woman. Her head, the lower limbs 
and most of the bones are missing, but 
there are some indications, such as por- 
tions of clothing and a necklace ad- 
hering to the flesh of the neck, that 
the woman might have been strangled 
in her sleep. The internal organs will 
be subjecetd to further analysis. In 
accordance with their search for Crip- 
pen and Miss Leneve, Superintendent 
Froest and his force of Scotland Yard 
detectives are investigating the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Crippen’s first wife.

The bill to put solicitors general of 
Georgia on a salary instead of con- 
tinuing the fee system of recompens- 
ing them, failed in the senate on yes- 
terday to secure the requisite two- 
thirds vote to secure its adoption. 

The subject has been agitated for 
years, and has been discussed for sev- 
@ral days. A stubborn fight was made 
upon the measure by those who de- 
clared themselves friendly to its ‘gen-

was lost.

Amendments Reported. 


A special committee of three mem- 
bers appointed on Thursday to perfect 
the bill reported several amendments, 
which were adopted, and the measure 
came before the senate in this shape: 
To pay solicitors $3,000 annually out 
of the state treasury, together wit 
the same fees now allowed by law for 
prosecuting criminal cases in the su- 
preme court and court of appeals; they 
to receive no other “fees, perquisites 
or rewards” except as were provided 
the bill. 

It is made the duty of the clerk of 
court to collect all fines, costs and for- 
feitures no received as fees by the 
eclicitors general, within thirty days 
after adjournment of each term of 
eourt, and pay into the county trea:- 
ury al) money so collected, rendering 
@ statement of the same to the presid- 
ing judge. A committee amendment 
oo. that the county “shall receive 
he costs, fines and forfeitures accru- 
ing in the supreme court and all sums 
now received by the solicitors: and 
shall be substituted for the solicitor 
general in commission as to all claims 
upon said funds.” 

Under this bill the county would get 
the fees now paid to the solicitor gen 
eral and also his part: of the costs, 
but it would not get the fees of sheriff. 
clerk, justices of the peace and con- 
stables. The latter are county officers, 
and not state officers. ; 

Jackson's Amendment Beaten. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. 

Jackson to make the salaries of solici- 
tors general $3,500, instead of $3.000, 
was voted down by a vote of 3 to 22. 
_ When the bill was placed on its 
passage, Mr. Harrell explained that 
the amendment would cut off claims 
of 25 solicitors, for the money here- 
after collected would be turned into 
the treasury and become a part of 
the regular fund and hence would not 
be stibject to the Hens of former so- 
licitors.

Representative Fowler, of New Jersey, is a rampant insurgent 
for the very sufficient reason that Uncle Joe Cannon rudely severed 
him from the chairmanship of the committee on currency. Lately, 
the New Jersey man visited Oyster Bay. 

“I was more than pleased with my visit,” he admitted to the 
newspaper men as he made his departure.

IMPROVING GEORGIA’S NEGRO FARM HANDS. 


Whatever fate it meets at the hands of the present legislature, 
the bill of Mr. Alexander, of Fulton, providing for the extension of 
scientific educational advantages to the negro farmers of Georgia, 
embodies a principle sound in common sense and economics. 

Mr. Alexander would empower the state commissioner of agri- 
culture to employ a negro, skilled in scientific agriculture, to con- 
duct farmers’ institute and general farm extension work for the 
benefit of the negro farmers of Georgia. 

Sooner or later the general assembly will adopt some measure 
characterized by at least the principle underlying the Alexander 
project. : 

As shown recently by Clarence Poe and Judge Jeter Pritchard, of 
North Carolina, the fugitive sentiment that objects to scientific 
farm training of the negro on the ground that it “spoils field hands” 
will not stand the test of experience. 

If the-negro stays here, his principal activities are to be dis- 
charged upon the farms of the state. There is no way getting round 
that fact. , , 

Testimony from a hundred reliable sources is to the effect that 
the present negro “‘farm hand” is wasting the soil assets wf the 
states, and spending the state’s agricultural principal instead of in- 
terest, because of dense ignorance of scientific agriculture, together 
with stubborn indifference as to its teachings. 

The only negroes who make successful farmers, as a rule, are 
those taught under the ante-bellum patriarchal system, where sensi- 
ble diversification and rotation governed, and before the day when 
the.all-cotton mania had laid hold on white and black alike. 

If the farming efficiency of the negro can be gradually elevat- 
ed, we shall strike at the root of many of the gravest problems fac- 
ing the state. , 

The Alexander theory offers hope at least in that direction.

DOES THE AEROPLANE USHER IN PEACE? 


More effective than countless international sessions at The 
Hague or at Lake Mohonk in the cause of disarmament was the feat 
of Glenn Curtiss, the aviator, the other day off Atlantic City. 

Sailing at an elevation of 300 feet and going forty-five miles 
an hour, Curtiss dropped mock-bombs in the shape of oranges with 
accuracy near the decks of a trial vessel and upon land fortificatiors 
marked out for that purpose. 

Practically every shot was a “hit.” Experts say it would have 
been almost impossible for a rifle or cannon to “wing” the aeroplane 
at its dizzy gait, and that a night attack in particular would either 
destroy a hostile fleet without warning or so demoralize the fighters 
as to make resistance impossible. 

There are yet a few important problems to be solved before the 
day of aeroplane war is actually upon us. 7 : : 

But what Curtiss and others have.done’, unquestionably fore- 
shadows the day when the stoutest Dreadnaught, not to mention 
other craft, will be powerless against the war-falcons with whole- 
sale death in. their talons. 

Whether or not war now becomes obsolete, or the Dreadnaught 
is to be replaced by the bomb-carrying aeroplane, there is the very

Meet by Accident. 


Before Knife and Fork Club, 
Where Uncle Joe Attacked 
Insurgents Several Months 
Ago, He Listens .to Pinchot, 
Guest of Honor. 


Kansas City, July 15.—A_ surprise 
was sprung upon the members of the 
Knife and Fork Club in this city to- 
night, when Uncle Joe Cannon, speaker 
of the house of representatives, ap- 
peared at the entrance of the club's 
banquet hall beside Gifford Pinchot, 
the club’s guest of honor, and the prin- 
cipal speaker tonight. 

The two men were given a rousing 
reception as Mr. Pinchot offered his 


‘arm to the speaker and started toward 


the guests’ table. 

Mr. Cannon’s appearance at the din- 
ner was accidental, he said. He ar- 
rived here at 6 o’clock and left four 
hours later for Winfield, Kan., where 
he will begin a speech-making tour of 
the state tomorrow. It was. before 
the Knife and Fork Club that Speaker 
Cannon made’ a speech attacking the 
insurgents a few months ago. 

Mr. Pinchot spoke tonight on “The 
Conservation of Our Natural Re- 
scurces.” Mr. Pinchot spoke in part 
as follows: 

Pinchot on Conservation. 

“When Congressman Tawney's 
amendment to the sundry civil bill put 
a stop to the work of the national! con- 
servation commission, the National 
Conservation Association stepped into 
the breach and went on with the work. 

“The association is on the firing line 
in the conservation fight. It is doing 
what would otherwise not be done. The 
men and women who compose it are 
rendering genuine and effective serv- 
ice in the great cause that means 
prosperity for our people now and 
hereafter. If the National Conserva- 
tion Association were not in existence 
there would be no organized effort to 
stop the plundering of coal lands. the 
appropriation of water power sites by 
private interests and in general to 
the absorption of our national re- 
sources by those who have **- ~~?!'!- 
est rights to them.” lati 2 

The Father of Conservation. 

Mr. Cannon, who spoke first, said 
that the late J. W. Powell, at one time 
director of the government geologi- 
cal survey, deserved the honor, but 
Mr. Pinchot asserted that Theodore 
Rovusevelt was the father of conserva- 
tion. 

Mr. Cannon explained that he was 
on his way to Winfield, Kan., to “make 
his first chautauqua appearance.” 

“IT am not in the chautauqua work 
regularly,” he added, “and I am ask- 
ing no fee for my present appearance.” 

He said that conservation and re- 
Clamation were very important sub- 
jects, but they were not his specialty. 

“I never specialize except in the 
business of playing czar,’ he said.

LUSCIOUS ELBERTA PEACH 


VIES WITH GEORGIA GRAPES 


The peach season is in full swing, 
not only in the bigger markets where 
Georgia’s queen fruit is being shipped, 
but in the local markets as well, where 
basket after basket of luscious peaches 
are piled high. The biggest and best 
of all are the Elbertas, and they are 
selling for only 15 eents a basket. Not 
only in the market stalis is thé El- 
berta much in evidence, but on the 
fruit wagons they are conspicuous by 
their size and color; and every now 
and then a bowed old man presents 4 
big basket laden with the luscious 
fruit and tells you “Only 10 cents @ 
dozen. Won't you buy some, Miss?” 

And peaches are not the only fruit. 
There are all kinds to tempt the buyer, 
and the latest addition to the mar- 
ket’s offerings is grapes—south Geor- 
gia grapes, the Concord, Niagara and 
Delaware varieties, which were shipped 
into the local markets for the first 
time this season Friday. These sell 
for 25, 30 and 35 cents a basket. 

But something must be costly, and 
lemons are preserving the dignity of 
“the high cost of things.” They are 
going up in price every week. Last 
week they were 25 cents a dozen; 
shortly before that, they were 20 cents; 
before that they were 15 cents a doz- 
en. But when heated housewives 
began to seek the solace of iced lem- 
onade and cooling sherbets, lemons 
began to jump, and now they are sell- 
ing for 30 cents a dozen. 

“The prices of everything else the 
markets afford remain just about the 
same. Carrots and beets and onions 
and* cabbages, snap beans, English 
peas, radishes, all sell for one round 


nickel a bunch Or per quart. Tome- 
toes are cheaper, sélling now for 10 
cents a quart, and butter beans, which 
are more plentiful, cost 10 cents a 
quart. Lettuce, eggplant and celery 
sell for 10 cents also. Squash and 
cucumbers will draw only 2 cents 
apiece from the marketer's purse. 

Cantaloupes cost 5 and 10 cents apiece, 
and watermelons sell for from 20 to 40 
cents apiece. 

The price of chickens ig a little bit 
lower, 80 much “a little bit,” however, 
that it is not worth mentioning, per- 
ticularly as the “little bit’ may be 
conspicuous by its absence before an- 
other week rolls by. 

The hot weather ts hurting the fish 
markets. In the first place, the de- 
mand for the fish foods is much lighter, 
and in the second place a_large quan- 
tity is lost out of every shipment, as it 
ie very difficult to get the supplies 
here in saleable condition. 

The prices have not changed, and 
the icing facilities of the best markets 
are so good that the supply which is 
received in good shape is kept in ex- 
cellent condition. 

Norfolk spots may be bought for 
15 cents; trout, 15 cents; perch, 12% 
cents; pompano, 20 cents; mackerel, 15 
cents; flounder, 15 cents: lake sal- 
mon, 15 cents; California salmon, 26 
cents; halibut, 20 cents; red and mango 
snapper, 12% cents, blue fish, 15 cents;

COVERING OF SHORTS 
SENDS JULY COTTON UP 


Contracts for That Month Sell 
Up to 16.44, an Advance 
of 51 Points. 


New York, July 15.—The covering 
movement, which began shortly after 
the announcement that the _ indict- 
ments against the bull_ leaders had 
been found defective, became even 
more urgent and excited during to- 
day’s trading in the cotton market, 
and July contracts sold up to 16.44, or 
51 points above the closing figures of 
last. night, and within a point of the 
high records of the season made last 
December. At this level the demand 
plackened, and prices later in the day 
eased off a few points under scattered 
selling; but the market closed firm, 
with prices net unchanged to 41 points 
higher, July being quoted at 16.34. 

- The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 16 points to a decline of 2 
points, the late positions being influ- 
enced by disappointing cables and the 
more favorable showing of the weather 
map. The covering movement, which 
bewan at the opening, became more 
and more urgent, however, and before 
midday July. contracts had sold $2.60 
per bale above yesterday's close, while 
August shorts were nearly as nervous, 
and forced that position up to 15.12, or 
36 points net higher. There was 4 lit- 
tle scattered selling by trade inter- 
ests, presumably against shipments 
pending from the south, but, generally 
speaking, shorts had to buy their con- 
tracts from the bull leaders, and it 
was estimated that not more than 
15.000 or 20,000 bales of July changed 
hands, all day. As soon as shorts with- 
drew there was some local selling of 
the new crop months, on expectations 
of better crop reports, and these posi- 
tions, which at the best had shown a 
gain of only 4@5 points, eased off to 
a net loss of about 2 points. It is now 
estimated that about 100,000 bales of 
cotton will be delivered on July, in 
addition to the 45,000 bales already de- 
livered since the first of the month, 
while estimateg as to the speculative 
ghort interests over and above the cot- 
ton to be brought here vary from a few 
thousand to about 50,000 bales. 

Southern spots were % to 
higher.

Chicago, July 15.—Record high prices 
of the season were made today for 
wheat. Buying was so eager as to be 
almost hysterical, much more of it 


than usual being apparently of an 
eleventh-hour sort. The close, however, 
was strong and within % to % of the 
top figures of the day.

foreign markets, particularly at Liver- 
ool, attracted widespread attention. 
he real focus, however, was Winni- 
eg, where the temperature was 100 
n the shade, with no rain in the fore- 
cast, and the rise in prices greater 
than anywhere in this country or 
across the Atlantic. Trade in Chicago 
was on a huge scale, and the pit was 
in tumult hour after hour without 
ceasing. There was free realizing of 
profits by longs, but the market de- 
veloped extraordinary recuperative 
powers. September ranged from $1.95% 
to $1.07% and closed 2% to 2%@2%c 
up at $1.07 to $1.07%. 

Corn was helped by the wheat bulge 
and by increased shortage of fodder 
northwest.

Constitution of the Organiza- 
tion Contains No Regulations 


Which Might Prove Irksome 
or Objectionable --- Banquet 
Will Be Given This Year. 


At an enthusiastic meeting of be- 
tween 100 and 150 real estate dealers 
of Atlanta held yesterday afternoon in 
the chamber of commerce rooms, the 
Atlanta Real Estate Men’s Association 
was fully organized, its constitution 
and by-laws adopted and its officers 
for the ensuing year elected. 

R. O. Cochran, whose efforts are 
largely responsible for the birth of 
the association, was unanimously elect- 
ed president. The elections of W. 
A. Foster as vice president; H. W. Di)l- 
lon as secretary, and orrest Adair as 
treasurer, were also unanimous. 

A constitution and by-laws pre- 
viously drawn up by a committee 
appointed for that purpose, was pre- 
sented by Forrest Adair, chairman of 
the committee, and after a short dis- 
cussion in which a few minor changes 
were suggested, was approved and 
adopted by the association. 

No Irksome Regulations. 

Following suggestions made at a 
previous meeting of the real estate 
men, the constitution contains no “reg- 
ulations that might prove irksome or 
objectionable” to any of the members, 
but calls merely for a loose organiza- 
tion for the purpose of cultivating so- 
cial relations among the dealers, upbuild 
ing and dignifying the real estate bus- 
iness of Atlanta, and promoting the 
general improvement of the city. 

All members of licensed real estate 
firms, the salesmen of such firms and 
the heads of renting departments are 
eligible for membership in the asso- 
ciation. The annual membership dues 
are $1, special expenses for entertain- 
ments and banquets being cared for 
by assessments, which, however, mu3c 
not exceed $65. 

One of the features of the associa- 
tion will be the renting committee, 
which, in reality, will be a sub-organt- 
zation, composed of all those who ar> 
interested chiefly in the renting 
branch of the business. 

One called meeting will be held each 
year, on the second Friday of July, at 
which time the fiscal year of the or- 
ganization ends and the officers for 
the ensuing year are elected. An an- 
nual banquet will be given some time 
in January. As the members decided 
that they could not wait that long this 
fiscal year, the first banquet wifiil be 
given not later than the 15th of Oc- 
tober. _ 

Committees Provided. 


The constitution provides for com- 
mittees on membership, entertainment, 
laws, ways and means, rents and pub- 
lic good. These bodies will be com- 
posed of nine men each, to be appoint- 
ed by the president. 

The atmosphere of the meeting was 
one of good fellowship and congenial- 
ity. Dealers who had done business in 
the city for years met for the first 
time, and were soon talking and jok- 
ing together like old friends. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
meeting the president and secretary 
were réquested to open correspondence 
with the National Association of Real 
Estate Men with a view of the At- 
lanta body joining the national or- 
ganization.

SEC DICKINSON 


American Party: Guests 
at Brilliant Dinner. 


Sentiments of Friendship Ex- 


changed---No Need to Appre- 
hend War With America, De- 
clares Jap Official--Dickinson 
to Be Emperor’s Guest. 


Tokio, July 15.—“Unhappily, forces 
for evil, for unknown, but sinister, 
purposes constantly are endeavoring 
by false reports or other methods to 
create conditions of ill will or distrust, 
between two neighboring peoples. 
Their relations are too firmly estab- 
lished and their interests are too dis- 
tinct to admit of the possibility of any 
question arising between Japanand the 
United States, which will yield to 
the ordinary methods of diplomacy. 

“The increased and more intimate 
exchanges of views between the two 
governments dispel all apprehensions 
on that score.’ 

This forceful utterance was made to- 
night by Foreign Minister Count 
Komura in toasting J. M. Dickinson, 
the American secretary of war, at @ 
banquet given by Count Komura in 
honor of the American cabinet officer. 
Dickinson and his party arrived 
at Yokohama today on board the 
steamer Siberia, and, after an informal 
reception at the American consulate 
there, came on to Tokio for tonight's 
function. 

Dinner an Elaborate Affair. 

The dinner was a brilliant affair. 
Eighty persons sat down to the table, 
including Marquis Katsura, the Jap- 
anese prime minister, and five mem- 
bers of the cabinet; admirals, generals 
and officers and their ladies. After 
toasts to President Taft and the em- 
peror had been proposed, respectively, 
by Count Komura and Thomas J. 
O’Brien, the American ambassador, 
Count Komura, in proposing the health 
of Mr. Dickinson, referred to previous 
visits to Japan of President Taft. 

“These visits I recall,”’ said the for- 
eign minister, “not only because his 
personality. endeared him to all, but 
because his insight and calm judgment 
enabled him to appreciate the true 
value of the sentiments entertained by 
Japan for America.” 

Dickinson Vouches Friendship 
United States. 

Mr. Dickinson, in responding, said 
he was quite unprepared to make a 
speech, but, after a warm expression 
of his gratitude for the hospitality ac- 
corded him, declared that Count 
Komura had analyzed accurately Pres- 
ident Taft and the people of the United 
States, and said it was fortunate that 
there would be found at the head of 
affairs in America a man possessing 
keen insight of the Orient. 

“There is no reason for a breach of 
the friendship between the United 
States and Japan,” continued Mr. 
Dickinson. 

“Sound judgment must predominate. 
False reports or evil suggestions have 
not been justified by any action, either 
of Japan or America. My country de- 
sires and is advocating peace and ar- 
bitration, perhaps, more than any other 
nation of the world. There is reason 
to believe that Japan and America with 
the passing of years will become more 
closely cemented in the bonds of abid- 
ing friendship.” 

To Be Emperor's Guests. 

Mr. Dickinson and his party, who are 
guests of the American ambassador, 
will be given an audience by the em- 
peror, Mutsuhito, tomorrow morning, 
and the ladies afterwards will be re- 
ceived by the empress. This will be 
followed by a luncheon at the palace - 
and a dinner and reception at the 
American embassy in the evening.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, July 15.—R. G. Dun @& 
Co's. Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row wi.] say that business in all its 
branches waits on the outcome of the 
years crops. In the meantime, the 
ieading industries are experiencing 
something more than the customary} 
midsummer dullness and curtailment of 
production and price concessions con- 
tinue. There is, however, an improved 
demand in footwear. The hot weather 
has helped the distribution of merchan- 
dise in some lines and retarded it in 
others. Retai] trade, as pointed out 
by one of the largest mercantile houses 
in the United States, ig much better 
than wholesale trade, which has been 
largely demoralized by the price situa- 
tion. This indicates a fair consump- 
tion of merchandise, making for sound 
conditiong at the bottom. 

With the advent of fall a general 
awakening of interest is looked for in 
iron and steel. Production of pig iron 
continues at a@ good rate, but uncer- 
tainty as to prices is a deterient ele- 
ment and accumuiating stocks have a 
depressing. effect. Advices from the 
Pittsburg district indicate that the 
railroads are in somewhat urgent need 
of various forms of equipment and are 
expected to enter the market as active 
buyers before long, while in most 
directions the structura] trade ‘gives 
promise of a good future business. 
Iron bars are only fairly active and 
prices are not firm, but steel bars con- 
tinue in good demand. The outlook as 
regards the fuel situation had slightly 
improved and there has been some con- 
tracting for the last half at an ad- 
vance of 10 to 1l3c over quotations for 
Spot cotton. 

Dry goods are coming to the primary 
markets more freely. High cotton and 
low priced goods still force a very ma- 
teria! curtailment of production. Some 
export trade was booked for China and 
Red Sea delivery at values based on 
12c cotfon and miscellanedbus export 
trade holds steady. The openings of 
men’s wear lines for spring are under 
way and the leading producers wil! 
show their new stvleg next week. Tha 
strike of garment workers impedes 
dress g%0ds deliveries to cutters. There 
is a better tone in silk markets, witere 
spring orders for foulards are already 
being placed by southern jobbers and 
where cutters are beginning to order 
satins for fall more freely. 

A full quota of buyers are now ih 
the Boston market and many of them 
have contributed to the recent better 
trade in footwear by placing good fal) 
orders. Lower prices were accepted on 
late sales. Leather continues generally 
slow. 

Bank exchanges this week made 
quite a satisfactory exhibit as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
last year, the total at all leading cities 
in the United States aggregating §$2,- 
761,117,160, a gain of 1.6 per cent over 
last year and of 9.6 over the same week 
in 1906. Outside New York city, most 
points make more or less gain and 
compared with the active year, 1906, 
these increases are even more _ pro- 
nounced. At New York city there is 
a small loss compared with last year, 
which is due mostly to diminished op- 
erations in the financial markets.

On the other hand, 
freight. room is said to have been ar- 
ranged for large shinments from New 
York to Europe, and vesterday near- 
lv 7.0900 bales left this port for the 
continent.
